Often I render rhy we,".s Ufolo^^sts, e:d.st. Are re really tryinj to solve a 
great enigna? or are v:e playing a cosmic gr.ne (like some ner-Ufologists have 
it)? Uhen -wondering this it is important to consider v/here progress (rhat 
little of it there hr.s been) has cone from, lia.s it been the n'alti-national, 
siipei’-di-aier research groups? i'TO, Has it been the combined efforts of the 
hundreds of local TJTC sirtbting; investigation gToa’.pst br.avely ch-.sing the 
latest satellite,sta,r "nd occasional THUD U?C? Again HO. In fa.c’, precious 
little has cone o\'t of all of this,despite oxir verbosity, 

Perhaos v;e shot’lc.. '-onder this f-ct carefully, I do not make it lightly,or in 
an attemot to diminish the vr.lue of groups, I cannot do so, I h-ve been part 
of one gro’an or another for jaears, and HU]?OH exists to foster the interests 
of grouos. Yet it remains a fact. The little steps fomrard^that add together 
to nrlce r)rogress,h"ve verg' la.rgel;.* cone from individuals. Usually these have 
been made hjr v:ay of books, vrritten by those individuals. Books -re rarely 
Trritten bg' ^groups - indeed I do not knov’ any. Yet books appear to be the one 
method in ’-•hich current inv stigations,research,and theorising are pu.t through 
the processor of one person and presented as a. novel insight into the mystery. 

To my mind,therefore,there has to be one important prercoviisite of vriting 
a. book about LffOs, Tha,t is to do something new, Ue hs.ve enough books th^t 
chum out endless ’golden oldies' (as Charles Bowen recently called classic 
cases) Ue need no more, Sverj’’ so often this needs updating for the public 
eye, but not several times a, year, VJe have enough books that regurgitate the 
hop.vy old theories. The ITTH may be right or wrong,but it has been proclaimed 
so often in literary ’ revea.1 at ions' thah the theme is redundant unless some 
new tviist is to bo put upon it by the vrould-be author} and I fear the tail 
is already so twisted the poor creatufe is close to strangulating itself. 

This,I might s<ay,is v;hy Peter Umrington and myself speculated widely in "UPOs: 
A British Viewpoint" Vie have been criticised for tliis, Charles Borren in 
'Creating one's otna U?C'' (?3R Vol 25 Uo 4) said vre had committed otirselves 
too far to something new. Indeed we have not. Yet vre felt it wa,s preferable 
to put a whollj’’ new interpretation on the facts (one we felt could be valid) 
because this i.-oiild spark off debate end discussion. That has to be the 
purpose of a UPXD book. It is no good sitting on a fence. One gets to feel 
confortable end enjoy the vievi. The only vr^y to meke progress is to teke 
plunges jbut be prepared to jump out again if the vrater proves too cold, 

I hope that the nevr we-ve of literary enthusiasm that is sweeping Britedn is 
a sign that people are realising the a-bove. After years when every Ufologist 
in Britain h-’s sat around, reading x%’hat other nations have to say, we are 
suddenly creating books of our own,Ho fex-rer than 8 of UPOIHs 38 members he.ve 
nevj books either coming otit within the next year or in prepe-ration. Some may 
not materialise (although 4 "ne alreadjr scheduled for publication); others 
may(God forbid) be just weeri/ old case-chumers v:hich say nothing different. 

To all authors ,or would-bc MJlhors^maj’’ I wish you well, but mry I also 
remind you of your resuonsibility to British Ufology, By you it will be judged.
